tn Whistler’s Butterfly Could Be Found 
the Monogram J. W. 

The mystic emblem or device of a 
sort of Whistlerized butterfly was 
adopted in the sixties by the eccentric 
genius James Abbott Whistler, who 
chunged his name later to James Me- 
Neill Whistler. 

Close study will reveal that this pe- 
culiar seroll is really a monogram of 
J. W. The earliest of the etchings to 
bear the butterfly is “Chelsea Wharf” 
(1863), but many paintings and etch- 
ings after that date are signed “Whis- 
tler.” 

Artists have sometimes signed their 
pictures in some distinct form Instead 
of their names. It geuerally was done 
when the name might suggest some 
emblem or symbol, 

Thus Hieronymus Cock demarked 
two fighting cocks on bis panels; Mari- 
otto Albertinelli signed a cross with 
two interlaced rings, referring to the 
sacerdotal duties to which at one time 
of his life he devoted himself; Martin 
Rota, a wheel; Pieter de Ryng, a ring 
with a diamond; Giovanni Dossi, a 
bone; Del Mazo Martinez, a hammer; 
Lionello Spada, a sword. 

Sometimes caprice dictated the selec- 
tion, as when Jacopo de Barberi used 
the caduceus, or Mercury rod; Hendrik 
de Bles an owl, Lucas Cranach a 
crowned serpent, Cornelius Engel- 
brechtsen a peculiar device resembling 
a weather vane and Hans Holbein a 
skull.

SHIP WITH A HISTORY. 


The Old Pandora Is Now to Become 


a Yacht. 


“A fine ship for buccaneering of 
for missionary work.” With this 
comment Mr. T. W. Tamplin intro- 
duced the Pandora to 
a select company at the Baltic Ex- 
change sale-room recently. The aue- 
tion particulars spoke of her as an 
ordinary “‘barkentine’’—doubtless the 
correct spelling—and told something, 
but not a tithe, of her history. 

The Pandora was built in the royal 
dockyard at Pembroke as far back as 
1867. By the calendar she should 
have been scrapned long since. But 
being built of oak and teak, fastened 
with copper fit for coining, and 
sheathed with yellow metal she has 
resisted the forces of decay. the 
fierce buffetings of the sea, and the! 


persistent sawing and squeezing of! 
Arctic ice. 
The Pandora was launched as a 


gunboat, and was known for a while! 
as the Newport. She is just under! 
150 feet in length, and her gross 
measurement is 339 tons. She was 
present at the opening of the Suez) 
Canal, being then a brand-new, 
swagger little ship. It was as the 
Pandora that she was destined to be 
subsequently b-own almost all the 
world over in the capacity of an ex- 
ploration ship, or as a vessel engaged 
in long and sometimes unusual yacht- 


ing cruises. Qnece more this fickle 
craft changed her name. Captain 
Wiggins called her the Rleneothra 


when he employed her in the famous 
voyages to the Kara Sea, and the 
rivers of Northern Siberia. But it 
was as the Pandora that she at an 
earlier period explored the Aretie, 
and shed fame on Sir Allen Young 
and his gallant comrades. Three or 
four v« s, it is said, she made to 
the Polar seas. On one occasion she 
was lifted 9 feet above the ice, but 
she got down again unharmed. 

It was the Pandora which survev- 
ed the Straits of Magellan, and thus 
made available for a huge fleet of 
modern steamers this short cut from 
Atlantic to Pacific. When in later 
years she was used as a yacht she 
numbered among her owners Mr. An- 
drew Couatss of Paisley, Scotland. Still 
later she was acquired by Mr. T. 
Caradoe Kerry, and made an expedi- 
tion to the lonely isle of Tristan da 
Cunha. With it all she was recently 
declared to be as good as ever she 
was by a Scottish shinbuilder who 
surveyed her. Somebody with an eye 
on her copper fastenings is enid to 
have offered $15,000 for her for break- 
ing-up purposes, but this proved to 
be the starting-price at the auction, 
and she was ultimately knocked down 
for $20,000 to Mr. Buckley. It is ree 
ported that she will be emnloved as 
a yacht. Evidently the Pandora’s 
career is not ended, and perhaps the 
world may yet hear of her as earning 
fresh laurels.

TO HAVE GREAT PARK 


PUBLIC PLAYGROUND. 


During the Past Summer Hon. Price 
Ellison Has Been 
Tract of Land In 
Vancouver Island for a Provincial 


Exploring a 


Reserve — Crown Mountain Will | 


Be Its Chief Glory. 


A new public play 
ground, comprising approximately 
three hundred square miles of the 
wildest and most majestic mountain, 
lake and river scenery in Canada, 
has just been set apart for the use 
and benefit of future generations by 
tho British Columbia Government in 
what is to be known as the Provin- 
cial National Park Reserve, in the 
heart of the Vancouver Island Alps. 
The park surrounds Buttle Lake, 
named after discoverer, a Cali- 
fornia prospector of very early days, 
who was the first to penetrate the 
interior of Vancouver Island; and 
constitutes a veritable wonderland of 
mountain peaks and glaciers, tumul- 
tuous waterfalls, gem-like lakes and 
sombre forests. 

It had never been explored until 
the present summer, when Hon. 
Price Ellison, then Minister of Crown 
Lands, in person headed a party to 
penetrate its fastnesses and incident- 
ally to conquer hoary-headed Crown 
Mountain, the monarch of the Island 
Alps. The party was a remarkable 
one in that it included theSdaughter 
of the Colonial Minister, Miss Myra 
King EHison, who, though but seven- 
teen years of age and girlishly slight, 
ceeded in keeping pace with 
hardiest frontiersmen of the expedi- 
tion, and insisted upon carrying her 
own fifty-pound ‘‘pack” during the 
whole ascent of Crown Mountain, 
which it was her proud privilege to 
christen in foaming wine as ‘Ellison

Peak.” Myra river, lake and falls 
discovered in the course of the ex- 
pedition’s researches, are named in 
honor of this duauntless little lady, 


the first of her sex to have invaded 
the maze of mountains found in the 
Vancouver Island interior. 

The report of the expedi- 
tion was laid before the Government 
of British Columbia by Hon. 
Ellison just prior to his departure for 
England, where he is now visiting, it 
being his first return to his native 
land since he left it thirty-five vers 
ago, with the determination to build 
up a fortune in the new” western 
world.

Mr. Ellison and his assistants have 
disclosed many new and interesting 
facts in connection with the little 


known Vancouver Island Alps, one of 


which is that there exist, in all 
probability, other and higher peaks 
than Crown Mountain, in the vicin 
ity of the Provincial Park, to tempt 
the skill, the daring and the endur- 
ance of new generations of moun- 
tuineers; while another is that the 
Park boundaries extend fully seven 
miles further northerly than had 


been supposed. The park is describ- 
ed by Col. W. J. H. Holmes, C.E 
P.L.S, who made a careful triangu 
lation survey of Buttle Lake and the 
surrounding areas, as “situated in 
the shape of a right-angled triangle 
with its north-westerly apex

then follows the boundary line of the 
Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway re 
serve for forty-four miles south.

The Estimate Tabled in the Provincial 
Legislative th Premier Sifton Show 
How the $7,420,000 Will be Dis- 
posed of—Large Contribution to 
the Alberta Provincial Exchequer 
—To Pay Off Other Debts. 


Edmonton, Alta—The estimates 
tabled in the legislature by Premier 
Sifton indicate the manner in which 
the $7,400,000, proceeds of the A. & 
G. W. and accrued interest, are to be 
lisposed of. 

The entire liability of the province 
n June 1, 1910, amounting to $4,815,- 


, 300, will be paid off, and the balance, 


$3,156,33, less the surplus of $305,000 
in 1910, will be used in the capital 
expenditure in 1911. 

The result of this large contribution 
to the provincial exchequer is that 
the revenue for 1911 will be more than 
as large again as that of 1910. In the 
latter year the total is $3,078,490, 
while in the former it is estimated at 
$6,603,177. The result will be that 
the expenditure, both current and 
capital, of 1911 will be made with- 
out incurring any permanent indebt- 
edness, and the year will end with the 
province entirely free from debt, ex- 
cepting what is due to the Waterways 
bondholders. 

Among the items of expenditure for 
1911 are: $25,000 for immigration and 
colonization; $7,500 for the premier’s 
expenses attending the coronation; 
$160,000 for completing the asylum at 
Ponoka; $515,000 for the parliament 
building at Edmonton; $50,000 for a 
new court house at Calgary; $50,000 
for the land titles office and addition- 
al site, Edmonton; $58,333 towards the

WILL BE LEADING NATION 


Development of China's Natural Re- 
sources Will Place Country 
Among Greatest Nations 
fan Francisco.—‘China has the 
means of becoming the greatest com- 
mercial nation of the world,’ said 
Captain Robert Dollar, head of the 
Dollar Steamship company, and of the 
Pacific Coast Marine Commission that 
returned recently from a tour of the 

Orient. 

He was speaking particularly of the 
country’s coal and iron resources, 
mentioning that the party had visited 


the iron mines at anyang, where 
there is a hundred years’ supply of 
ore in sight. He said this was the 


only iron mine operated in China, al- 
though it was estimated that the 
Yangtse Valley held more coal and 
iron than all the rest of the world. 
Lack of capital he believed, was the 
principal cause of the delay in devel- 
ing the resources. 

“But,” he declared, “any country 
that has an abundance of iron ore and 
coal with any amount of cheap labor, 
and all within reach of ocean-going 
steamers, has the means of becoming 
| the greatest nation in the world.” 

Speaking of the prospects of build- 
ing up commerce between the United 
States and China, Captain Dollar said 
this country was greatly handicapped 
by the lack of merchant marine. 
Competing nations having their own 
vessels to deliver their merchandise 
}and carry China’s products away, 
gained a big handicap in the com- 
mercial contest. 


MANUEL HAS NO HOME 


Exiled King Said to be Poverty 
Striken and Completely Out of 
Funds 

Roiwe.—The Tribuna printed recent- 
ly an interview with a Portuguese 
personage, whose name jis not men- 
tioned, but who is said to be a lead- 
ing royalist, concerning Manuel II., 
exiled king of Portugal. Manuel, he 
| says, is poverty-stricken and unable 
to choose a place of residence, Owing 
|to lack of money the dethroned king 
has been compelled to accept the hos- 
pitality of the Duke of Orleans, at 
Wood Norton, Eversham, England.

Arrangements have been made by 
the board in connection with the de- 
tail of the administering fund and to 
provide for a uniform system of drill 
In each province. 

Hon. Robt. Rogers on behalf of the 
province of Manitoba informed the 
minister of militia that the Manitoba 
government had agreed to co-operate 
with the other provinces in adopting 
physical and military drill in the pub- 
lic schools. It is expected that sim- 
ilar action will be taken by Alberta 
in the near future. Quebee is so far 
the only province which is holding 
aloof from the scheme although the 
Protestant school board of Quebee has 
signified the willingness of the Pro- 
testant educationalists to adopt the 
system in the Protestant schools.

ed in the city from James Macous 
of the geological survey who left early

Hudson Bay district, and is is thought 
possible that the cruiser on which his 
party sailed from Fort Churchill is 
lce-bound in northern waters. Mr. 
Macoun was to have returned to the 
city early last month. Days went by 
and there was neither appearance nor 
word of the missing geologist.

REDMOND MAKES A_ STRONG 
| DECLARATION ON VETO 


| - 
‘Chairman of the Irish Nationalist 
Party is Quite Assured that the 
Veto Power of the House of Lords 
Wiil be Destroyed, and that the 
Establishment of Home Rule for 
Ireland Will be a Certainty. 


London.—"‘The power of the 
house of lords is dead. That can be 
‘stated definitely now as a result of 
!this election,” so said John Redmond, 
chairman of the Irish Nationalist 
party. Mr. Redmond spoke with as- 
}sured eniphasis. 

“Our chance to win new seats, or to 
elect more members for the house of 
commons is smail because our party 
has such an overwhelining proportion 
lof them already.’”” The irish leader 
continued: “But we shall have at 
jleast- two members more in the new 
;parliament, counting our votes in a 
| division, course. The deflection of 
Cork from our party is regrettable, 
jbut not important. We should win 
Cork easily, but William O’Brien 
polled every Unionist vote on the 
O'Brien and his 


veto 


registration lists. 
colleagues were elected in Cork by 
Unionist votes, not Nationalist. 


“The great point for our friends in 
America, as well as here, is that this 
is the atest of all Home Rule elec- 
jtions,”’ said Mr. Redmond, weighing 
}every word. 

“The principal ground, and, indeed, 
the only specific one, on which the 
| Tories defend the lords’ power of 
veto is that it makes Home Rule im- 
|possible, Yet the electors of Great 
| Britain, as well as of freland show 
[that they have resolved to destroy 
the veto power. This is the decisive 
election, a final election on Home 
Rule. The abolition of the house of 
jlords’ veto means with mathematical 
certainty the establishment of Home 
Rule for Ireland. 

“In such a matter I have to speak 
|with reserve .and with a full sense 
of responsibility, but with complete 
knowledge. And 1 say to our Ameri- 
can friends, now, what I said at Wex- 
ford: ‘All is well with Home Rule.” 

“Our eritics and opponents declared 
that Premier Asquith must answer two 


|questions publicly. Well, he was 
asked by his own constituency, “If 
you are returned to power will the 


Liberal government immediately after 
the abolition of the Lords’ veto pass 
a Home Rule Bill.” Mr. Asquith 
answered unqualifiedly, “Yes.” He 
wes asked then what he meant by 
Home Rule, and he enswered, “At 
Albert Hall, Dec. 10, 1909, I explained 
|what I meant by Home Rule and I 
jadhere to every word of that state 
| ment.” 
| “Therefore, T am satisfied in stating 
jthat this is the greatest and most 
jconclusive of all Home Rule elec- 
|tions,’’ added Redmond, emphasizing 
| the point he was making. 
| “Under the conditions of the bill 
|abolishing the Lords’ vetd, it may 
|toke two and a half years to pass the 
|Home Rule bill inte law, that is, if 
jthe lords intend to use the provisions 
of the bill to the utmost to cause de- 
jlay. But I do not believe they will 
do that. When the veto bill is passed 
und Home Rule cannot be prevented 
longer the lords will come to terms 
‘on Home Rule, for they will have 
nothing more to gain by resisting it, 
“T repeat yet again. All is well with 
the Home Rule and you can give 
jthat message from me to your read- 
‘rs, 
Redmond is in great spirits, and 
| Plainly is confident of the result of 
the struggle for Home Rule. He re- 
jgards O'Brien’s revolt in Cork as a 
freak movement, transient, and repre- 
lsenting nothing except O'Brien's per- 
| sonal hold in his own country.
